know tbe position of affairs of the Electric 
Light Companies ol tbe Borough, which 
have been in litigation, but are now har- 
monious. 


Tbe old Light Co., aold at Sheriff's sale 


and bought by John A. Livers and A. 
Krtter, waa re-organized ns the Keystone 
L'ght Co. Tbis company claimed all the 
light machinery in the power-bouse. 
The 


Gettysburg Transit Co., on the other band 
cia'med the same light machinery by pur- 
chase, as having been paid for by the orig- 
inal railway company and also claimed 
tbe right to foreclose and sell tbe Keystone 
Company, upon a mortgage the latter Co., 
had taken all rights under the sheriff's sale 
subject to. This contention waa recently 
decided by the Supreme Court in favor of 
the Transit Company. 


While the oases were pending in the 


Supreme Court, the parties interested in 
the Transit Company offered a certain sum 
for tbe stock of the Keystone Company to 
end litigation. 
It was refused. 
After 


the decision in the favor of tbe Transit 
Company, for the sake of the goodwill, 
the same parties liberally offered them 
three fourths of the first offer for the same 
Block aud within the last six weeks they 
acquired the entire capital stock of the 
Keystone Company. 


It will be palpably evident that pend- 


ing the litigation, the Transit Company 
nor any one else would spend any money 
upon repairs of the light plant, because if 
the litigation had gone in favor of the 
Keystone Company, it would be improv- 
ing another's property and all money put 
into repairs would have been lost. 


Alter the litigation was over, the Tran 


sit Company people asked the Town Coun- 
cil for a franchise for the People's Light 
Company, ao that tbe latter could go 
ahead and do business io town, make 
necessary repairs and buy new apparatus. 


This was refused by the Town Council. 


The necessary franchise was acquired by 
the purchase of the Keystone Company, 
so that the Transit Company people for

the first tirae io years, are now in a posi- 
tion to operate the light plant and are 
ready to contract with the Borough and 
its citizens for electric light. 


A contract was asked for at the last 


meeting of the Town Council, by which 
more light was offered, at a slightly re- 
duced rate than paid at present. At the 
same time, other parties without a plant 
or anything like a plant in sight, macJe'an 
offer to light the town 


This offer had a string to it, in that it ie 


based upon the condition that lor ten 
years the Washington, Westminster & 
Gettysburg Electric Railway should be 
free from taxation. 
This would place 


that electric railway upon an unequal 
basis of taxation with the Transit Com 
pany. 
Tbe latter is taxed $50 a year for 


each of three oars and $1 a day for each 
extra car, which yields an annual revenue 
to the Borough of between $200 and $300. 
The Westminster Company, under the 
proposed ordinance, 
could string 
the 


streets tor hours with dozens ot uara, all 
free from taxation, and yielding no reve- 
nue to the Borough. 


Tbe offer of the Westminster Company 


for light is based upon its freedom from 
taxation. 
At tbe rate the Borough has 


been paying, there is no profit in the 
light plant as it has been compelled to be 
operated. Judge Swope after a thorough 
examination of its books, in an opinion 
tiled in Court, found as a fact that at no 
time have the receipts of the light plant 
exceeded the operating expenses. 
Hence 


the Borough has had its light at cost. 


There is but one business offer to light 


the town. That is the one made by tbe 
Transit Company people, by which tbe 
Borough will know exactly what it is get- 
ting and what it ia paying, and by which 
the Borough will continue to receive its 
lights at cost. Light can not be furnished 
,it less than cost, without a atring to it 
which means much loss to the Borough 
in some other direction. 


For the Transit Company people to 


make improvements to the plant, put in 
new machinery, etc., without a contract 
for the Borough lighting, would be to ask 
them to sink money, without a chance to 
get back the worth of the investment. 
With a contract, they could improve with 
assurance aud develop their 
business. 


Without it, there ie the risk of breakage 
and no lights, as has been the case. 


Since the present 
Transit Company 


people—some ol the most reputable citi- 
zens of the Stbte—have been in control, 
they have furnished light without a con- 
tract,they have given the light at coat, they 
have employed all labor from the Borough 
ao that all receipts have been expended 
at home. 
They have promptly paid all 


taxee. 
They have Bellied litigation liber- 


ally with home people. They have spent 
their money here and are willing to spend 
more, if given the contract they have been 
told would be given as soon as the litiga 
tion was at an end. 
They are eurely en- 


titled to the contract of lighting the town, 
because it is the only business offer made 
and because it is the beet offer, and at 
a rate less than that paid by many other 
municipalities.

THE SOAP FACTORY. 


About Ready to Begin Operations—Deserves 


Local 
Support. 


The proprietors of the Soap Factory, 


j Charles T. Ziegler and Maurice Williams 


have been busy getting things into sbap 
for the opening of the new industry. Th 
machinery Je in place and all that need 
yet to be done ia to put into the kettles th 
eteam coils. Some ol the material lo 
making the soap have already been re 
ceived and it is expected that operation 
wilt begin next Monday. 


The factory contains two large kettles 


which have a capacity combined of thirty 
tons, a 20 horse-power engine and a boile 
of 30-hoise-power. The building will bi 
heated with steam. The plant will be 
able to turn out 30 tons of soap m abou 
4 days, but for the present the output pei 
week will be limited to 350 cases ol 100 ibs 
each. The management will begin with 
laundry and scouring soaps; later soap 
powders and Castile soap may be added. 


The process oi soap-makiag is not very 


complicated. Tbe matetials are boiled 1 
the large kettles for about 2£ daya, then 
run mto moids. 
When hardened the 


large cakes are cut into proper sizes, 
stamped, wrapped and put into boxes 
eady for ahipmeut. 


The company intends to turn out only 


a good article, which the townspeople will 
be aaked to give a trial. If it comes up to 
tbe standard set by other soaps, it ehould 
be generally used locally.

SOMF SUGGESTIONS AS TO PREVENTION- 


THOROUGH DISINFECTION NECESSARY 


The first thing to be done is to remove 


the animals from infected quarters, 
arating, if possible, those 'hat are sti 
healthy from tbe already affected mdivid 
nala. There 's, of course, some dange 
of animals developing the disease aftt 
removal, if they have already Qteu ex 
posed 


Ail! cted animals should be cared fo 


by one persou, and no dogs or othe 
stock allowed near the yards or pen 
As rapidly ae animals die they should b 
disposed of in a way so as to preve it th 
further diatribut on of the disease

if possible, of bui ymg it deeply, not !es 
than 4 feet
